WASHINGTON— (NEA » —Nikita Khrushchev 
is believed to be maneuvering to oust his E ast 
German puppet. W alter Ulbricht. 
According to specialists on Soviet policy, the 
trium phant Russian tour of Yugoslavia’s President 
Tito bodes ill for Ulbricht, Moscow’s most hated 
satellite in E ast Europe. 
In Communist diplomacy, Chairman Khrush­ 
chev's declaration that he has “identical views" 
on international problems with Tito underscores, 
of course, the rift between Russia and Red China. 
Mao Tso-tung has long regarded the Yugoslav

girls the wedding is what matters. 
The husband is allowed to fulfill 
his main biological and economic 
function before his prem ature de­ 
mise, but apparently is not want­ 
ed as a partner in old age ” 
How often in this country we 
hear married women talking as 
though they not only expected to 
outlive 
their 
husbands 
but as 
though they 
already 
had their 
plans made for their years of 
widowhood. 
"If I outlive John” a wife begins 
calmly, and then goes on to say 
how .she plans to live her life as 
a widow. If men also th.nk about 
the possibility of outliving their 
wives, st least they rarely men­ 
tion it, so apparently they don’t 
mentally outlast the little woman. 
There’s another revealing thing, 
too. that would suggest that per­ 
haps some wive? don’t "want part­ 
ners in old age.” That is the way 


so many wives of retired men 
complain about having the men 
around home "and under foot” all 
the time. 
If so many girls who look for­ 
ward to m arriage also calmly ac­ 
cept the idea of w.dovvhood as in­ 
evitable. how many wives think 
along the same line.^? 
There must be quite a few, or 
where would young girls get the 
idea that a husband is no longer 
important in the scheme of things 
once his children are grown and 
he has established financial secur­ 
ity for his wife?

On Projeet Five Years 
Dr, Cairns who conducts his 
studies at the Institute's Biologi­ 
cal Station at Springville. New 
York, has been working in the 
field of growth and growth me­ 
chanisms. for five years, 
Cancer research scientists have 
long been interested in the me­ 
chanisms that allow cancer cells 
to 
grow 
more 
rapidly 
than 
normal cells. One way of study­ 
ing this growth is in rapidly 
growing limb buds which appear 
in the em byro- the developinjg of 
an unborn offspring. 
Dr. Cairns used chick 
and 
mouse embryos for his studies, 
The limb bud is first visible as 
a lump of cells covered by a thin 
sheet of skin along the side of 
the developing body. Soon an 
elongated ridge appears in this 
thin skin. It is from this ridge 
and the ceils under it that the 
wing of a chick or the leg of a 
mouse will eventually develop. 
Tile growth of this wing or leg 
is known to be very rapid but 
until Dr. Cairns’ recent studies, 
no one knew at what rate this 
development occurred. According 
to Dr. Cairns' most recent report, 
the limb laid doubles Its total 
volume in about six hours. This 
is a fast Increase in volume since 
other rapidly growing cells as
